cago he had driven a wagon for Fred Witt- 
rock, a. coal and wood dealer on Lake street, 
and had also been driver for Tom Weaver, 
whoso wife kept a laundry on AVost Liko 
street. In making inquiries about Haight in 
Chicago it was learned that'Wittrock'was 
absent from his placo of business, having 
gone with Tom Weaver, it was stated at his 
placo of business, to Arkansas on a hunting 
excursion, currying two valises, a shot-gun, 
and an army musket. Tlio detectives ware 
startled to ftKfi that Wiltrock's description 
exactly answered that furnished by Fothor- 
ingham, thu express mosso-.igor, of "Jim 
Ctimmings," the man who had committed 
tho robbery.

They woro brought to Chicago 


by the detectives and given an opportunity 
to look at Tom \Veaver as he wont to and 
from hi; wife's laundry, and 
they posi- 


tively recognized him as tho "littlo man" 
who had shared tho room in their St. Louis 
houso with tho man calling himself Ed Wil- 
liams. It was decided not to molest Weaver, 
bat to carefully shadow him in the hope that 
he would communicate with Wittrock, who 
had not returned to his coal business in this 
city.
